According to the present 
Q invention, a systematic approach to a design for an overlap content value model is provided so that the conversion boundaries be- 

tween modalities can be quantitatively calculated. As a result, the correlation between various modalities can be established in a 

single model, and modality conversion supporting the optimal QoS can be performed. 
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
